in inharmonious sound which reminded 
no of my own attempts on that instru- 
ment when a boy.

:roat tho whole thing more as a good 
ioko than a solemn function and chat- 
:ed and laughed to their hearts' content. 


Arrived at the cometory, tho prooes- 


iion halted before tho altar, on which 
tvero phiced bottles of sak;, fruits, eggs 
and birds of various kinds, including a 
ivo rooster. 
Behind this hospitable 


loard were placed tho remains of the 80 
jodies. Tho Shinto priest, who stood 
alone before the edibles, stretched ont 
lis hands and made seveial passes with 
lis fan in tho direction of the rooster, 
gro.inod aloud, then clapped his hands 
hreo times, after which he indulged a 
ittle on tho flute. Then ho groaned 
igain, straightened himself, retired a 
ow paces, took several paces to the left 
and right, then advanced again, groaned 
nd tooted. Ho then requested by a 
ign one of the mourners to advance and 
ake his place. 


Ho then handed ouo of tho branches 


f foliage to tho gentleman and retired. 
^o monrner proceeded to lay the branch 
on a small table in front of the altar, 
then saluted and moved away to allow 
another mourner to take his place. 
When all tho branches were piled on 
tho table, tho black cases were opened 
and tho small square boxes taken out by 
the coolios and carefully interred. The. 
Shinto priest retired to the bosom of his 
family, with tho saki bottle, the live 
rooster aud tho rest of the chow. In lieu 
of tombstones, tho Japs use, when cam- 
paigning, small wooden posts to mark 
the resting placo of their dead.—Fred- 
erick Villiora.

SKTH TAYLOR'S ASSAILANT 


Ho is Arrested Near Hiko In Lincoln 


County. 


Yesterday E. W.Taylor was informed 


by a telegram from his son-in-law, C. 
F. Moore of Elko, that Stewart Leeper 
was arrested near Hiko in Lincoln 
county, and a Deputy Sheriff bad left 
Elko 
to bring him to that place. 


Leeper is wanted to answer to a charge 
of assault with intent to kill, the par- 
ticulars of which are as follows: 


On the night of March 24th, 1894, 


Seth Taylor, who resided with his sis- 
ter, Mrs. M. A. Wheeler, was on his 
way home from his shop about 11 
o'clock. When he left Second street 
to cross to Mrs. Wheelers, he was fol- 
lowed by two men, one of whom fired 
at him inflicting wounds which, for 
awhile, wore supposed to be fatal, and 
from which he has not yet fully re- 
covered. One, Gafford, 
who 
was 


arrested at Truckeo, confessed that he 
was one of the men who waylaid Taylor, 
and that Stewart Leeper, who did tho 
shooting, was the other. Gafford who 
is now in State Prison for jail breaking! 
confessed in open Court here that he 
was with Leeper the night that Taylor 
wan waylaid, and that Leeper shot 
Taylor. Leeper was arrested at Ogden 
last June, but he made his escape from 
the jail at that place the night before 
Officer Diekey of this place arrived 
there. 


Friends of Taylor who have been on 


the lookout for Lesper located him at 
Deeth some time ago, but he left and 
wenttoNewaik Valley in White Pine 
county. An officer went from Elko to 
arrest him, but he had disappeared. 
He was then traced to Lincoln county 
where he was arrested. It is expected 
that the officers will hava him at Elko 
next Monday or Tuesday, whence he 
will be brought to Reno to answer to 
an indictment for assault with intent 
to kill.

Uow tlie Planter Kept His Household 


Good* From thu llaudj of the "llnldern." 
Picturepi of a Beautiful Suburb That All 
Visitors to Charleston Admire. 
Woodlands tbiok with undergrowth; 


tranquil country stillness, the stillness 
of a hit of country comparatively uu- 
tilled anil tmpastuml; roadways lined 
with tnll and stately trees—such the 
scene as the clatter of horses' hoofs echo- 
ing on the hard flooring of the river 
bridge dies away into noiseless footfalls 
und tho wheels turn without sound in 


, tho yielding soil of St. Andrew's. 
The 


| murmured chorus of countless pines 
I charmsns intoforgotfnluesBOf thecity's 
| close proximity across the river. Ahead 


the way unfolds to us, broad and smooth, 
winding between long battalions of an- 
cient oaks, muffled tip to their chins iu 
gray; on through miles of tho century old 
treee, their massive trunks bound with 
llbvous scarfs, as if to veil tho soars of 
successive sonsous, every twig 
and 


branch and spray hung with streaming 
moss.

oaks I Autumnal 


htorma and April nirs iu turns have 
tossed and kissed, their ragged bonghs, 
yet the giant trunks stand firm. Scarce 
ii gap in the uniform line shows where 
a grenadier has fallen out of ranks, and, 
Ibow to elbow, they guard the ancient 
iyhway from encroachment of forest or 
eld. 


Hero is an old gateway, the entrance 


o thu grounds which once surrounded 
Ashley Hall, one of tho proudest and 
nost spacious of the ancestral homes in 
hi* parish. Wo pass through the use- 
i\".s massive portals into the driveway 
buyond. In the shaded light the avenue 
corns dreaming of the past, for these 
;i'i'Ht o;»ks stand guard over tlie wreck 
>( all they wero intended to adorn. Of 
ho "tatoly home to which their beauty 
funned n fit approach nothing now ro- 
uit.insi but tho crumbling marble steps 
.md tall, spiraliko chimneys. Little 
3ick.'.mnnies play hide and seek where 
niic-o the flowers in "my lady's garden" 
Kruw in trim luxuriance. Only the Ash- 
ley is unchanged us it ripples by on its 


:>y to tho sea, its waves as blue and 
xirkliui! ;\s when it bore many a boat- 
ig party from the mansion house. 
Ashley Hall was the scene of a munifi- 


cent and lavish hospitality in antebel- 
lum days Its owner possessed immense 
plantations in Mississippi and Louisiana 
in addition to his Carolina estates, and 
tho groat halls and spacious drawing 
rooms of tho St. Andrew's mansion were 
frequently thronged with a gay com- 
pany of thu most distinguished people 
of tho state. The host was passionately 
fond of tho chase and delighted to as- 
sombla about him those who shared iu 
his love of sport. Deer hunts, partici- 
pated in by famous sportsmen from all 
over the- south, were features of every 
season. The same open handed generos- 
ity that dictated a hospitality so marked 
ootained between master and slave, and 
tho largo retinue of servants at the hall 
wore a happy, care free set. It was tra- 
ditional that no one was ever sent away 
empty handed who applied for aid at 
the doors of this plantation home. 


This old hall, in which seven genera 


tions of tho sarno family had dwelt, liv 
iog almost ideal lives, met with a tragic 
fate. Tho organized struggle between 
the north and south was at an ond, but 
tho "raiders" were in possession of this 
country. They had already sacked and 
destroyed every house in the parish, 
with a single exception, and that plan- 
tation was occupied by an enemy more 
dreaded even than demoralized soldiers 
—namely, smallpox. 
That frightened 


oven rough handed rapacity away, and 
venerable Dray ton Hall, today famous 
for its wonderful gardens, was preserved 
iuviolato. The knowledge of tho fate 
that had overtaken the homos of his 
neighbors, and which he felt that a few 
hours more would precipitate upon his 
own, determined Colonel Bull. Calling 
for kindling wood, surrounded by his 
awestriokon servants, hehimsdlf applied 
tho pine torch to his household gods. 
Pictures, plate, antique furniture, val- 
ued heirlooms—all were sacrificed save 
tho small number which could be has- 
tily secreted by trusted slaves when they 
learned of his intention. It is related by 
an eyewitness that the stalwart planter 
wept tears of infinite sorrow as the 
sounds of falling brick and crumbling 
woodwork smote upon his ears. Just 
buck of tho house is an ancient monu- 
ment erected to commemorate one of 
Carolina's colonial governors, an ances- 
tor of the doughty colonel. It was on 
tho base of this shaft that tho master of 
tho manor sat and watched the destruc- 
tion of his home. 


Wo retrace our way along the ranks 


of raiu old trees, passing through the 
ancient gateway, fit subject for poet's 
theme, into the open road, where we are 
greeted by a procession of oaks as sym- 
metrical as those we left behind. Miles 
of nioss fringed trees, their somber cur- 
tains swaying far above, and again 
drooping so as almost to touch the earth 
about their feet, continue oven to the 
cleared strip of land immediately in 
front of tho bridge. Opposite lies the 
city, her cluster turrets and slender 
spires outlined against the evening sky. 


Asked how we like the oaks, we say 


tliat they arc "beautiful," but all the 
while we are conscious that they have a 
charm of their own not to be interpreted 
iu words.—Cor. New York Post.
